The Germans, lighting a desperate rearguard action, f* ll 
back along the road which passes through both the old city and 
its m odern namesake. 
British artillery harried the Germans 
along the whole line, which is barely 15 miles from Naples, and 
from time to time Nazi suicide squads attempting to delay the 
British advance returned the fire. 
The roar of heavy guns echoed against the slop* s of Vesuv­ 
ius and the ground trembled in w hat must have been a close ap­ 


proximation to tin 
catastrophe that overtook Pompei nearly 
2JID0 years ago. 


The Ch rmans had been u>ing the ancient am phitheater as a 
campground and tin m arks of their tanks and trucks were plain­ 
ly visible all around the io ns The am phitheater 
itself 
was 
damaged by bombs and sin lls. 
A number of other buildings 
and temples also w ere hit.

men, Belgians. Danes, Poles and 
other peoples who

draggt d there and put to work 
as slaves. 
Yes, the Fuehrer 
had

maintain his line! If we are to 
believe German broadcasts, that's

mined to do, for he is said to have 
established headquarters on the
